)3r. Qulntana was seventy-one years of 
age and 'for many years has been re- 
arded as one of the ablest lawyers of 


country. He was a prominent figure

in national politics from early lite and 
had held a position of provincial and na 
tional deputy In the national govern 
ment.

also 
been 


legal adviser of many of the Important 
corporations. He represented the Argen- 
tine Republic at the Pan-American Cong- 
ress at Washington in 1899. He was re- 
garded as an exceedingly able and just 
official. 
At the election held on June 6. 


1904, 
Dr. Quintana was elected Presi- 


dent and Figura Alcorta Vice-President. 
They assumed office in October, 1904, at 
the close of President Roca's term, to 
hold office until 1910. 
VIce-Presldent Alcorta, the new Presi- 


dent, recently announced he would make 
no change in. the ministry during the 
President's illness. 
He is in thorough 
sympathy with the policy of his two 
predecessors and Is very popular in the 
country.

the sentiment of Contra Costa county 
is unanimous against any

scheme for private benefit In the sale. 
of land for a State experimental farm 
was clearly manifested last Saturday 
when a large and enthusiastic meet- 
ing took place in. Walnut Creek. The 
entire county was represented. 


Among those prominently identified 


with the movement to secure the cov- 
eted honor for this locality is 
Eu- 


gene B. Anderson, a fruit growar who 
for many years was president of tho 
Board of Education. . Regarding the 
purchase price of the land Mr. Ander- 
son said. 
• 
"We offer 340 acres, most of which 
is alluvial bottom land, and a bonus 
of $25,000 to bo given for the location 
of the State farm at a •price" of $82,- 
500, which is about $242 per acre, not 
$300, as has been stated. The riparian 
water rights are valued at $14,500. De- 
ducting the $25,000 bonus it leaves ;a 
rate to the State of about $170 per 
acre. 
This Includes riparian rights, 


dwellings, barns and all improvements.

TRIBUNE) its position with reference to American trade in the 
Orient, the Chinese boycott on American gdods and Chinese im- 
migration into the United States. Incidentally, it 
reviews 
the 


slavery question and the acquisition of the Philippines, but 
neg- 


lected to say anything about polygamy in Utah. 
We assume this 


to have been an oversight. 
Still we harbor no grudges. 
On the 


contrary, we are both edified and instructed. Likewise flattered. 
Like the farmer who shot at a hawk on the chicken house and 
killed a pig under the barn, the Argonaut scatters a good bit and 
brings down game at unexpected places. The 
following creed 


which it enunciates is explanatory of this fact: 


"We believe that this is a white man's country. 
"We believe that the importation of negroes from Africa by 


thrifty New England traders to sell them to their thriftless Southern 
neighbors was a crime. 


"We believe that the placing of the negroes at servile labor by 


the thriftless Southern planters was a blunder. 


"We believe the Civil War settled all questions concerned with 


States rights, nullification, and human slavery on this continent. 
It did not, apparently, settle the slavery question on our island 
territory in the Philippines, where it exists today. 


"We believe that negroes should have no votes in a government 


of white men. 


"We believe that Asiatics should have no place in a community 


of white men. 


"We believe that beginning to import coolie labor into the 


United States was a blunder. If repeated, it would be a crime. 


"We believe that this blunder was checked by the determined 


attitude of the American workingman. 


"We believe that neither party deserves any credit for 
the 


Chinese Exclusion Act. 


"We believe that it \vas wrung from a reluctant Congress. 
"We believe that the employing classes in the eastern part of 


this country have always been opposed to the Exclusion Act. 


"We do not believe in planting Asiatic colonies in American 


States. 


"We do not believe in planting American colonies in Asiatic 


islands. 


"We believe that the war of 1898 brought about conditions en- 


dangering our laws against coolie importation. 


"We believe that such is the greed of the commercial classes 


in the East, that they will force our national legislators to nullify, 
if not to repeal, the acts protecting us from an Asiatic invasion. 


"We greatly fear and almost believe that it is impossible to 


check this conspiracy against our American nationality and our 
Anglo-Saxon civilization. 


''If this conspiracy is successful, and the flood of Asiatic im- 


migration again begins, we believe it will result eventually in an 
uprising of the white laboring men. 


"The importation of African slaves led to our Civil War of 


1861-65—the most bloody and awful conflict of modern times 


"The importation of Asiatic coolies, if resumed, will lead to 


an industrial war, a war of classes, eventually to a civil war. 
Such 


a war or wars will mean the downfall of the republic." 


The Argonaut persists in its opinion that the Southern white 


people are in favor of Chinese immigration. It is a stout belief in 
the face of the fact that every prominent newspaper and public man 
in the South has unequivocally gone on record against it. 


We agree with our contemporary in regard to the Philippines 


and Chinese immigration, but we cannot appreciate the logic of its 
views with reference to Japanese competition in the markets of 
China. We have no more reason to find fault with the Japanese for 
competing with us in trade and manufactures than we have to find 
fault with the English, the Germans, the French and the Russians. 
Trade is a fair and free field—or should be—for all. If the Japanese 
are untruthful and dishonest in trade, as the Argonaut has frequent- 
ly charged, we shall beat them, never fear. Their crooked cunning 
will inevitably cause their own downfall.

"I know that the great majority of 


people In Colorado favor woman suf- 
frage, after practical 
experience for 


more than a, decade, first; because It 
is Just, fair ,-i.nd decent—to which there 
is no possible answer—and, second, be- 
cause in the end Its Influence has been 
good rather than evil In our political 
affairs; and even If the second reason 
did not exlnt, the first reason would 
still be sufdcient to all right-minded 
men who are talr and Just."

WOMEN WHO DO NOT BELIEVE IN WOMEN'S CLUBS 
By A CLUBWOMAN. 


Women's clubs are composed of women who do not believe in! 


women's clubs. The vast majority of the women who belong to our 
leading clubs have no interest whatever In the club or its work, but 
Join them to further their own ends and ambitions. 


The woman's club is the path to social advancement, the place 


to begin the work of aiding- a husband's political-or business ad- 
vancement or a road to the columns of newspapers. Also It is a 
place to get acquainted, a sort of substitute for the church in that 
respect-and, above all, a place to flee from unhappy 
or 
lonely 


homes. 


It is a boon for the childless woman. 
I am a club woman because I have no children. I have sought 


by joining women's clubs to nil the void. I do not say that women 
who have children should not belong to women's clubs—but if I had 
a child there would be no lime m my life for any club, for any meet- 
ing, for any woman's organization. 


I have been a club woman now for over ten years, I have served 


tv-lce as president of different women's clubs, I have read papers, 
.1 Jxave presided over meetings. My voice has been heard in the 
State federation and in the general federation, where I represented 
one of the largest clubs in the West. 


' 
USED AS HAVEN BY THE CHILDLESS. 


But I ask myself, does any man or any woman think that the 


woman's club is my heart interest? Does any one believe .that I 


' would spend time listening to discussions, and papers and music, 


or spend hours in committee work If I had a childV 


I never have had a child. I have been married now-'for nearly 


eighteen years to one of the best and kindest men in the world, a 
man who loves me, pets me, and humors my every whim. He is 
ideal as a husband — but a man and a woman do not make a home. 
There can be no home until the children come. He feels it, I know, 
although he never has hinted his disappointment, but, sometimes 
as we sit together In our home, surrounded by every comfort, I can 
catch in his look the vague longing, a sort of mental echo of the pain 
and the grief that are in my own breast. 


I want a baby— all of my own. The house is desolate — for me, 


because there is no little one, no child there, nothing to tie me there 
during the hours when my husband is at his office— so I join women's 
clubs, and more women's cfubs— and fill the days. 


I have tried to tell myself that I am intrested in the work. ^ I 


have, at times, almost persuaded myself that I am interested; that 
I have the welfare of my sex at heart; that I rejoice. in' the uplifting 
and advancement of women, that I find pleasure in being on commit- 
Itees to inspect schools, to look after the poor, to provide linen for 
foundlings, and to watch hospitals. But I am not, I am not, and I 
never will be. I am interested only because I have nothing else to 
do. I would rather have one child of my own, to love, to care/ for, 
to worry over, to teach ahd train, to weep and rejoice over, than 
to do all the work of all the women's clubs in the world. 


I have heard them read papers on woman's sphere. I even have 


read papers myself along .that line. I have told of the great and 
glorious advancement of women — and, while I read, I knew that, my 
words were false and that there is but one sphere for woman, and 
that is the wifehood that includes motherhood. 


I have thought it all out. I do not believe that any honest, earnest, 


sincere woman — unless she has been unsexed by education, and; had 
her womanhood and the instinct of motherhood stifled .by. 


club cant ,and the vaporlngs of half developed brains—can believe' 
that there is any higher or holler calling for -woman than lies In 
motherhood. 


WOULD SACRIFICE ALL FOR CHILD. 


Perhaps those who have children do not feel so strongly on thjs 


subject as I do. 'Their highest ambition is satisfied. They have the 
children and, when they have a few hours -while the children are at 
school, I cannot blame them for seeking recreation and amusement 
at their clubs. Some, who have had maternity thrust upon them, 
may even prefer the club to their homes, may believe they hate the 
drudgery and the self-sacrifices that children brlnp—or think they 
hate it. They do not—they canot. No woman can. They may say 
they, prefer the club, but let sickness come or danger threaten the 
children—and they are mothers again. Their pretended love of club 
is false. 


I, who never have had children, know. They have painted to me 


the horrors, the sufferings, of motherhood, and they have dared call 
me lucky bcause I am childless. And I have smiled and hated them. 
They have told me that I was fortunate to be free to attend all*the 
club meetings while -they are harassed by the care of children and 
robbed of their time. 


I have listened and smiled, for I could not tell them that, rather 


than bear the longing, the terrible yearnings for children, I, would 
suffer 4a thousand times. I could not tell them that I would delight 
in slaving day and night 'for .my children and ask no other pleasure 
than to devote my. life to them. Perhaps they would not understand. 


Because I know myself a hypocrite In woman'* clubdom I have 


made It a point to study others, to see if they -were the nine ai I, 
and I have made some discoveries as to why women join club*. 


WHY MANY WOMEN JOIN CLUBS. 


Tr. n-ne. hjg- club, in a'tiich. LajiLpow an officer, I have studied each 


member, as closely as possible Nearly 70 per cent of the members 
are married women. Over 50 per cent of these have children. Of the 
others about 6 per cent are widows—and two are grass widows. The 
leading spirits of this club—five women (exclusive of myself)—•*• 
as follows: 


One wife, half educated but "superior," with one grown daugh- 


ter. This woman Is the most "advanced" of all the club. She and her 
husband are unhappily mated. 


No. 2 18 a middle aged married woman who hai social aspira- 


tions, and, ilnce her husband got rich and built himself a handsome 
home, she has cultivated the club as a side entrance to society. 


No. S is an enthusiast, beautiful, well educated, and a society 


woman. 
All ehe seeks 1« notoriety. She would give her Immortal 


soul to hare her name In a newspaper 


No. 4—the only honest on» (to my mind) In the fly*—It *, motherly 


little woman, a widow, whose only child 1* married. Bhe had few 
advantage* In her youth and use* the club a* a ichool. She get* on 
to every ctmmtttee where there It a chance to^o charitable work. 


No. 5 1* a loud, offensive young married -woman, without «hll- 


d*«n. She has "butted In"—and Is disliked bjr many, and, although 
she IB repugnant, my heart gott out to her, for I think, sometimes 
that sh« come* because *he ha» no children of her own.

This exercise tvas valued from a mili- 
tary point ot' view. 
The long leap was 
practiced mostly, the high jump more 
rarely, and the downward leap seldom.

THE 
DISCUS. 


The throwing of the discus in America 
was 
practically 
unknown 
until 1886, 
when the revival of the Olympic games 
at Athens and the event being won by a 
member of the American team was the 
cause of Ha introduction to the list of 
athletic games in the United States. 
The discus is circular in shape, is made 


of wood, brass and steel. 
It Is eight 


Inches In diameter, 
about two 
Inches 
thick at the edges. Its weight is about 
I'our and one-hp.lt' pounds. 
The Greek rules are as follows: 
The 
athlete stands at the back of a Bix-foot 
square, facing the direction in which he 
Is to throw. The discus Is held in the 
right hand with the fingers 
separated 
along the rim and resting against the 
arm. 
A quick step is taken, first with 
the right foot and then with the left 
foot, and the right arm is swung back 
at the same time. The right leg and "the 
right arm come forward together with a 
very similar movement used In the finish 
of the shot-put. When the right arm is 
brought forward it 
must, be perfectly 
straight and the wrist flexed and forward, 
so that when the discus leaves the fingers 
it will he almost flat and sail through 
the air in much the same manner as a 
clay pigeon shot from a trap. All throws 
are rr.ensured from the point where the 
discus drops at right angles to the front 
of the box. or if the throw is not ma'dc- 
in a straight line, at right angles to the 
front of the box extended.

Thirteenth—If in the preliminary bouts 
no fall has been obtained by either con- 
testant after the expiration of six min- 
utes, the referee' may award the bout to 
the contestant having shown the best 
qualities, or who evidently has 
acted 
mostly on the offensive; or the referee 
may, after allowing three minutes' rest, 
order a supplementary 
-bout 
of 
three 
minutes. If in the final bouts a. fall has 
not been obtained at the expiration of 
six minutes, another bout of six minutes 
shall be allowed. If at the expiration of 
this second bout a fall has not resulted, 
an additional bout of three minutes shall 
be ordered; if no fall, referee shall,award. 
Fourteenth — Contestants

weighed not later than ten 
minutes 
previous to the contests and shall be 
grouped into the different classes which 
govern these rules.

Mark Hopkins Institute of Art by the 
Regents of the University of California 
and the trustees of Stanford UnUersi- 
ty. 
On Thursday the delegates will

Club, Berkeley, by the Academic

of 
the 
University 
of 
Cali- 


fornia. 
After luncheon they will be 


the guests of the University of Califor- 
nia at the third symphony concert, to 
be given In the Greek Theater at 3.30 
p. m. by the University Orchestra of 
sixty-seven 
professional 
musicians, 


-with Dr. J. Fred Wolle, professor of 
music in the University of California 
as conductor. 
On Friday the visitors 


will spend the day at Stanford. 


FIRST CONFERENCE. 


This Is trie first conference of the 


asociation held In California. Of the 
preceding six conferences the first three 
took place at the University of Chi- 
cago and one each at Columbia Uni- 
versity, Yale and Johns Hopkins. 


The membership of the Association 


of American Universities is not madf 
made up of individuals but of institu- 
tions 
Accord.ng to the articles of or- 


ganization the membership is compos- 
ed of Institutions engaged in graduate 
or advanced instruction. The real ob- 
ject of the association is the promotion 
of the university as distinguished from 
the college by mutual Intercourse and 
co-operation 
The association 
takes 


no action uhich Is binding on any of 
Its members. It is recognized, hwever, 
that the development of the American 
Unlversltv Is a matter of very recent 
years and that the discussion of the 
ouestions related to the administration 
and conduct of graduate schools is of 
the utmost importance to such institu- 
tions as are striving to fulfill the ideals 
of the real university in the fullest 
sen=e. It Is the ideals rather than the 
distinct ways arid means of accom- 
plishing- them that form these subjects 
f discussion at the meetings, for a cer- 
tain diversity In putting the real uni- 
versity Into operation must*iaturallv 
exist "in different Institutions. Such 
diversity, however, is regarded as es- 
sential to the accomplishment of th? 
best results in this country as each in- 
stitution must enjoy the greatest free- 
dom of action. 


CO-OPERATION. 


The discussions are printed annually, 


after adjournment, in a Journal of pro- 
ceedings and addresses and are acces- 
sible to all institutions looking for- 
ward to the creation of graduate de- 
partments. The association Is thus co- 
operating with all other similar Institu- 
tions In the country by presenting to 
them in print expediences and future 
plans In the administration and con- 
duct of graduate schools. This will do 
more than anything else to put a na- 
tional stamp on the American Univer- 
sity. 
The Indirect results of the work of 


the association have already establish- 
es Its Importance. 
Several 
foreign 


countries have 
announced 
that stu- 


dents coming from an Institution be- 
longing to the Association of American 
Universities will be received in their 
own universities on exactly the =ame 
footing as their own native students. 
Thus, "a student having completed sev- 
eral semesters in a leading American 
t'nlversltv may, for Instance, elect to 
continue his work In the University of 
Berlin without loss of time or any 
kind of restriction. 
The great univer- 


sities of the world may In^tlme repre- 
sent but a single institution of learn- 
ing, the student being able freely to 
change from one to the other In seek- 
in? the best that can he offered. 


The topics to be discussed at the 


coming conference are especially per- 
tinent to this national 
and 
Interna- 


tional 
co-operation 
In 
educational 


work. 
At the first session, 
for In- 


stance, on Wednesday, at the Mark 
Hopkins Institute of Art. President 


Wheeler, for the University of Cali- 
fornia, and Professor William James, 
for Harvard University, will open the 
discussion on "Interchange of Profes- 
sors 
In 
Universities." 
Such inter- 


changes have already taken place be- 
tween 
different American 
Universl- 


t,es and American and foreign univer- 
sities. 
The 
California 
Universities 


have at var.ous times enjoyed 
the 


presence 
of 
distinguished 
scholars 


from the East and abroad. 


RESEARCH. 


* Another question in which all great 
irstitutlons are deeply concerned 
Is, 


"To what extent should professors en- 
gaged in research be relieved from In- 
struction?" 
The discussion of this 


question will be opened on behalf of 
Leland Stanford Junior University by 
President David Starr Jordan and on 
behalf of Yale University by Professor 
Theodore S. Woolsey. 
Of no less im- 


portance are the two other topics to 
be discussed 
"The reaction of gradu- 


ate work on the otner \\ork of the Uni- 
versity," and "The organization of the 
American 
University, with 
especial 


reference to the changes In the con- 
ception of a 'faculty ' " A paper on the 
former topic has Jieen prepared by 
President Jacob Gould Schurman of 
Cornell University and will be present- 
ed by a representative ~of Cornell Uni- 
versity, while the latter topic will be 
presented by Dean Andrew Fleming 
West of Princeton University.

STRIKES 
VESSEL 


AND TERRIFIES ITS PAS- 


SENGERS. 


NEW YORK, March 
12.—When the 


American Line steamship Philadelphia 
arrived yesterday from Southampton tho 
pa?scngers reported that an 
otherwise 


uneventful voyage had been made excit- 
ing by a huge wave which, without warn- 
ing, struck the vessel about 8 o'clock on 
Friday evening lastt. 


Smashing 
the 
door of the 
officers' 


deckhouse, the water flooded the quarter^ 
knee-deep. 
After doing damage to the 


officers' clothing, the flood descended to 
the drawing-loom on the main deck and 
then poured in a cascade down the well 
of the companionway to the main saloon. 
Passageways we're flooded until the water 
ran i-o deep that a force of stewards was 
called to wade in and ball them out. 
Men and women dropped to their knt-cs 
and praved. while others ran out on deck 
to see whtt had 'happened. The great 
vessel reeled and 
quivered under 
the 
shock, and for fully five minutes almost 
a panic reigned on board. 
So far as could be learned no one was 
hurt 
except 
one 
woman,

bruised by being

berth. 
Captain A. R. Mills stopped the engines 
and rode out the storm. 
Part of the 
steamship's bowsprit was carried dway, 
iron railings were twisted and a latge 
number of windows broken. 
In addition, the wireless telegraph In- 
strument was put out of commission, the 
mast wires being carried away. 
Captain Mills said that in all his ex- 


perience he had never encountered 
a 
wave of such height. "It seemed," said 
he. "to pick the great vessel up like a 
tiny shell, toss it into the air and then 
catch it again, with practically little or 
no damage.1'
